‘CLASH OF ARMS 
BETWEEN FRENCH 
AND CHINESE. 


Rioting Over Concessions in the 
Suburbs of Shanghai Leads to an 
Attack by Marines — Fifteen 
Natives Killed—Many Wounded. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 23.—Seriousriot-. 
ing has occurred over French concessions in 
Shanghai's suburbs, attended by serious loss 
of life. According to advices brought by the 
steamer Belgic, the trouble grew out of the 
faliure of the negotiations by the French 
municipality to secure the Ningpo joss house, 
and an unused building on the French con- 
cession for a proposed school, hospital, and 
abattoir. 

After lengthy parleying with unfruitful 
results the Tao Tal seized the cemetery on 
July 17 and pulled down the walls. 

The force employed in the work, ca 
landing parties from the French gun t 
Eclaiteur and the steamer Oceanien, to- 
gether with police and French volunteers, 
numbered altogether 200. The Ningpo popu- 
lation was greatly wrought up and after all 
the shops had been shut up an attack was 
made on the police station and the south end 
of the French quarter. 

The Frenchmen opened fire on the mob, 
killing fifteen and ‘wounding twenty-nine 
others, who were taken to the hospital, one of 
them in a dying condition. The situation is 
serious. All the Ningpo servants have been 
ordered to leave foreign employers. 

Following the attack on the police station 
150 men were landed from the Italian man-of- 
war Marco Polo. The Shanghai volunteer 
corps was also called out as a demonstra-

SPAIN’S SOLDIERS 
ON MEXICAN SOIL. 


That Is Now Said to Have Been 
the Object ot General Pando’s 
Recent Mysterious Visit to the 
City of Mexico. 

City of Mexico, Aug. 23.—[Special.]—Gen- 
eral Pando, second in command of the Span- 


ish forces in Cuba, was thought to be here 
on a secret mission conmected with the pro- 


| posed riot in Havana when the American 


troops enter the city. Since his departure 
it bas leaked out that he came on the invi- 
tation of the members of the Spanish colony 
to investigate a scheme for colonizing @ 
large part ot the Spanish troops now in Cuba 
on the great tracts of land in Mexico owned 
by Spaniards. Part of these lands are lo- 
cated on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec and 
along the Gulf of Mexico in the vicinity of 
- Tampico. The proposition was to bring at 
least: 50,000 men and colonize them. The 
Spanish soldiers would make ideal colonists. 
The members of the Spanish colony who are 
interested would furnish money for trans- 
portation and suppért the plan. 

It would meet the favor of the Spanish 
| government, as the question of returning 
the soldiers and the probabilities of riot and 
the overthrow of the government have been 
considered. General Pando bad a oumber 
of conferences with prominent Spaniards. 
Representative Mexicans were also seen, 
and it is understood that the matter re- 
' ceived the attention of the President. It is

Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippines come 
under the control of this government rich 
new fields for business enterprises will be 
opened to the young men of Chicago.

Mr. Smith, who was a member of the Atlan- 
to School board at the time, also advocated 
this in his newspaper, the Atlanta Journal.

operators to land the train safely. 

The miners’ train will not stop this side of 
Centralia. Every crossing will be flagged 
and no person will be able to board the train 
between Centralia and Pana, as it will run at 
a high rate of speed through the intervening 
towns and cities and will rush through the 
business portion of Pana at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. Passing by the regular pas- 
senger station and the shafts of the Pana 
Coal company and of G. V. Penwell's mine, 
it will pull up a mile beyond the station of 
the Springside Coal company, where the 
negroes will be unloaded under the protec- 
tion of deputies armed with Winchester 
rifles. Arrangements to feed them have 
been made with loeal bakers and groceries.

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 28.—[Special.)— 
While the principal object of German 
Roman Catholic Central society is for the 
benevolent purpose of caring for the sick

‘BIDS FOR WAR CRAFT. 


MANY PROPOSALS FOR BUILDING THE 
TORPEDO BOATS. 


resented When the Navy Depart- 
ment Opens the Various Offers—One 
Firm Bases Its Estimates on De- 
stroyers That Can Attain Forty 
Knots—Several Days Must Elapse 
Before Contracts Can Be Awarded. 


department opened bids today at noon for 
sixteen torpedo boat destroyers and twelve 
torpedo boats, to cost in the aggregate not 
to exceed $16,900,000, as provided in the last 
naval appropriation act. 2 

These twenty-eight destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats constitute the largest single ad- 
@ition ever made to the navy. 

The destroyers are to be completed within 
eighteen months and the torpedo boats with- 
in twelve months. According to the re- 
quirements of the department, the destroy- 
ers are to have a guaranteed speed of twen- 
ty-e.ght knots and the torpedo boats twenty- 
six knots. The destroyers are to be about 
400 tons, and are to cost net more than 

000 each, while the torpedo boats are to 


$170,000 each. 

These destroyers will be the first vessels 
of that type added to our navy except those 
improvised from yachts during the recent 
war emergency. They are to have twin 
screws, vertical engines, and a bunker ca- 
pacity for carrying at least 100 tons of coal, 
affording some protection to engines and 
boilers. 

The vessels will be lighted throughout by 
electricity. They are to be built stanch 
and strong, with good freeboard, good sea- 
going qualities, and designed to operate at 
high speed in a seaway. 


Great Torpedo Tubes. 


The battery will be composed of seven 
rapid-firing guns. The ammunition required 
will weigh about seven tons. There will be 
mounted on the midship line two twenty- 
foot torpedo tubes to carry seventeen-foot 
torpedoes. Berthing space will be required 
to accommodate a crew of sixty men and four 
officers and provision space for twenty days. 

The torpedo boats are of much the same de- 
sign, but will be smaller. Their coal capacity 
will be forty tons, against 100 tons for tle de- 
stroyers, and their berthirg space for twen- 
ty-six men and three officers. The battery 


will be composed of three rapid-firing guns. 


There will be mounted on deck three fifteen- 
foot torpedo tubes. 

Representatives of all the great shipbulld- 
ing firms were present when the bids were 
opened. The bids, plans, etc., were piled 
several feet high, and there promised to be 
much delay and confusion. Some of the 
department officials thought it would take 
two weeks to get the bids fully tabulated, as 
they take a wide range owing to the depart- 
ment's call for two classes of propositions, 
one based strictly on the department's plans 
and specifications and others based on the 
individual ideas of the builders, essential 
requirements being followed. 

The first bid was that of the Bath iron 
works, Bath, Me., for one torpedo boat, 
speed 29.5 knots, at $161,000, or four at 
$160,000 each; one destrqyer of 29 knots, at

Spaniards in these islands were unfit to 
govern them. The revelations of the 
character of the insurgent natives during 
and since the war have shown that they 
are not themselves fit for the responsibili- 
ties of government. Their remembrance of 
Spanish cruelty is still so bitter that they 
are everywhere inclined to turn and mas- 
sacre their oppressors now that the Span- 
lards are prostrate. Even in Porto Rico, 
where there was previously no rebellion, 
the native inhabitants have shown a ten- 
dency to massacre the Spaniards and loot 
the Spanish stores. They are merely prac- 
ticing the lessons taught them in centuries 
of suffering at the hands of tke Spanish 
oppressors, but this is no reason why we : 
should have left the Spaniards alone in 
the first place or why we should allow the 
creoles to play the bloody tyrants in their 
turn. 
This is as true of Cuba as of Porto Rico 
or the Philippines. The pledge not to con- 
quer Cuba for ourselves has been super- 
seded by a still more solemn pledge im- 
plied in the same Congressional! resolutions 
—the pledge to give Cuba peace and a 
good government. That was the first and 
chief object of the war. There was no 
promise to give the insurgents the reins 
of government, and, since this clearly can- 
not be done without breaking faith as re- 
gards our higher obligation, the only logical 
and honorable course is to keep everything 
in our own hands until the people have 
learned the lesson of local self-government.

The British and American 
Tus QuEBEC commissioners who are to 
CONFERENCE. settle, if possible. the ques- 
tions which have for years 
interfered with the existence of cordial re- 
lations between the United States and Can- 
ada, held their first meeting at Qucbec yos- . 
terday. Among the American representk- 
tives are such men as Senators Fairbanks 
and Gray and John A. Kasson. Lord High 
Chancellor Herschell, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier are the lead- 
ing members of the British commission. One 
of the questions to be disposed of is that of 
the fisheries off the Atlantic coast of British 
North America. Diplomatists- have fought 
over it for more than a century and never ar- 
ranged it satisfactorily. What suited New 
England did not suit the maritime provinces. 
If the commissioners can harmonize confliet- 
ing interests they will have done wondera 
There are some disputed points which can be 
disposed of with comparative ease by the 
commissioners. The disagreement as tothe 
Alaska-CanaMan boundary can be settled by 
compromise, as such questions usually are 
settled. The commissioners will be able to 
come to an agreement among themselves 
about the transportation of merchandise in 
bond, the seal fisheries, and alien labor laws. 
But their work to be effective will have to 
meet with the approval of the United States 
Senate, which will have to pass on the treaty 
in which the conclusions of the commission- 
ers will be eet forth. A treaty which will be 
#0 acceptable to Canada that the Dominion 
government will ask the British government 
to sanction it ie reasonably sure to be un- 
acceptable to some interests in the United 
States which will do all in their power to 
defeat a ratification. So the commissioners 
may agree, and yet their work may come to 
naught.

This is the 
more remarkable in view of the misrepre- 
sentations of American methods and mo- 
tives with which the Spanish and some other 
foreign newspapers have teemed, and the 
bitter prejudices against them entertained 
by Spanish soldiers at the beginning of the 
war. A few days ago, when General Jau- 
denes, who, as Acting Governor General at 
Manila and successor to Augusti, surren- 
dered that city to General Merritt and Ad- 
miral Dewey, testified that the Americans 
have proved a generous foe.“ This has been 
followed by a letter from Pedro Lopez de 
Castillo, a private soldier captured at San- 
tlago, expressing the gratitude of himself 
and his comrades to the soldiers of the 
American army for the generosity and con- 
sideration shown to them by their victors 
and the sentiment of humanity displayed in 
the treatment of their dead and wounded. 
General Jaudenes’ and Castillo’s opinion of 
the moderation and humahity of American 
soldiers has already been indorsed by the 
testimony of Admiral Cervera and his asso- 
clates of the Spanish fleet destroyed at San- 
tlago; and while it is calculated to give 
Spaniards a different idea of the American. 
character from that which they have been 
accustomed to entertain, it will also convince 
Americans that there are Spaniards capable 
of appreciating generosity and humanity 
even in an enemy. 


HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION COMPLETED. 

The formal act of annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands to the United States was 
carried out, according to program, by the 
lowering of the Hawaiian flag and raising 
the Stars and Stripes in its stead at Hono- 
lulu on the 12th inst. This brings to a suc- 
cessful termination negotiations which be- 
gan fifty-five years ago, and on more than 
one occasion came near being an accom- 
plished fact, especially in 1854, when a for- 
mal treaty of annexation was negotiated 
with United States Commissioner David L. 
Gregg—then a citizen of Chicago—but 
which failed of ratification on account of 
the death of King Kamehameha III. be- 
fore he had signed it; and again in 1893, 
when a treaty for the same purpose, ne- 
gotiated under the administration of Presi- 
dent Harrison, was withdrawn from the 
United States Senate by President Cleve- 
land. 

The exercises attending the consumma- 
tion of the act are described as being brief 
and simple in character but impressive. 
It is significant that the event has been 
hailed with satisfaction by business-men of 
all nationalities in Hawaii, including Ger- 
mans as well as Americans, while there is 
no note of dissatisfaction coming from 
Japan, the only power ch has been 
suspected of entertaining any grounds of 
objection te annexation. The act is al- 
ready vindicated by the service the islands 
are proving to us as a half-way station for 
our naval and military forces on the way to 


vindicated in the future by the part the 
‘islands are destined to play in the commerce 
of the far East. It remains for the com- 
missioners now in Hawaii charged with the 


them with wisdom and foresight. As a part 
of the great American republic our new 
island dependency will enter upon the ca- 
reer of prosperity for which its location be- 
tween two continents seems to have de- 


signed it. 


GUARD THE PEACE COMMISSION. 

President McKinley should be on his 
guard against a deep-laid Franco-Spanish 
trick to manipulate the Paris peace com- 
mission in favor of Spain and against the 
United States. European dispatches inti- 
mate that the place chosen for the meetings 
of the peace congress is the historic confer- 
ence hall of the French Department of For- 
eign Affairs, on the Quai d'Orsay. The ac- 
eeptance of the hospitality of the French 
government will carry with it certain diplo- 
matic obligations which the United States 
must avoid at any cost. 

As Tue Trisunn’s New York correspond- 
ent, “ Ex-Attaché,” points out, if the peace 
commission meets under the roof of the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs both 
precedent and courtesy will demand that 
M. Deicasse be offered the Presidency of 
the conference. This is undoubtedly what 
both France and Spain are scheming to 
bring, about, and it is something which the 
American government must veto at once. 
It should run no risks of getting tangled up 
in the meshes of European diplomatic obli- 
gations, such as it will incur by accepting 
the hospitality of M. Delcasse. We want 
no French Minister of Foreign Affairs or 
any Frenchman to be President of the peace 
commission. All Americans know that 
France has been on the side of Spain erd 
hostile to the United States ever since the 
beginning of the war. To give Delcasse or 
any other smooth French diplomat the posi- 
tion and power of President of the commis- 
sion would be practically the same as adding 
another Spaniard to the commission and 
putting him at its head. 

It is only necessary to recall how Bis 
marck played it on Russia when he secured 
the Presidency of the commission that ar- 
ranged the peace at the close of the war 
between Russia and Turkey. The commis- 
sion met. under Bismarck’s official root, 
And, according to invariable precedent, he 
was invited to preside over it. The result 
was that the consummate German diplomat, 
while affecting «a leaning toward Russia, 
triumphantly subjected the peace terms of 
victorious Russia to a terrific shaving down 
process which left Turkey in substantially

ask for representation. This is not a ease 
for the European concert to meddle in, and 
nothing must be done to encourage the idea. 
The peace terms with Spain must be set- 
tled by the Spanish and American commis- 
sioners alone. The Franco-Spanish scheme 
must be nipped in the bud. Let there be no 
trap or traitor in this business. President 
McKinley must not let the commission be 
overreached by a French interloper. 

There is no necessity for holding the meet- 
ings of the commission in the French office 
of foreign affairs. Let them be held some- 
where else. A prominent hotel will answer 
the purpose much better. France has al- 
ready played as large a part in the peace-ne- |. 
gotiations as is necessary. All that remains 
is for the Spanish commissioners to 
acquiesce in our terms and to surrender the 
title to Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pine Islands. No outside meddling will be 
tolerated. 


READY TO TAKE JAMAICA, 

A Kingston dispatch states that citizens 
of Jamaica are preparing to ask the British 
Parliament for permission to arrange for 
annexation to the United States. The pro- 
moters of the movement would like to se- 
cure the codperation of other British West 
India islands, but if they fail to get it they 
will go ahead on their own account. They 
are actuated by business motives. The chief 
industry of the island has been sugar. That 
industry has been affected scriously by the 
competition of the bountied beet sugar of 
Germany and other European countries 
with cane sugar. The West India product 
has been driven entirely out of the Eng- 
lish market. The sugar producers of 
Jamaica and other islands have appealed 
to the British government to aid them. 
It will do nothing. But if Jamaica were a 
part of the United States the sugar made 
there would pay no import duty and the 
producers would make money, as those of 
Hawaii do. They would be protected as 
effectively as the Louisiana cane growers. 

Jamaica is a fertile island, a little larger 
than Porto Rico. It has a population. of 
673,000, most of them blacks or mulat- 
toes. It is an island worth having, and 
the United States, which is in a humor for 
adding to its possessions just now, will not | 
refuse it if offered, though the mugwumps | 
will object, of course. This country has 
possession now of two of the Greater An- 
tilles and it might as well have another, if 
it is going begging. 

If the Jamaicans think they would better 
their condition by cutting loose from Great 
Britain and hitching on to the United 
States, the former country ought to do 
what Pharaoh would not do—let the people 
go. Then the Jamaicans would get that 
better price for sugar which they cannot 
get through England. The people of the 
United States would feel gratitied at this 
evidence of the good will of England shown 
in consenting to the transfer of a rich is- 
laud with fine, strongly fortified harbors. 
If Jamaica should come into the possession 
of the United States the mhabitants would 
not expect the island to be admitted into 
the union as a State and thus distress the 
mugwumps. The Jamaicans will be satis- 
fied with just such a colonial governmen 
as they have now. a 


THE DUTY OF CONGRESS, 
The law enacted last April for the re- 
organization of the regular army and its 
increase in time of war provides that “ at 
the end of any war in which the United 
States may become involved the army shall 
be reduced to a peace basis.“ The war 
with Spain will be at an end when the 
treaty of peace with that country has been 
ratified by the Senate and the Spanish 
Cortes. That may be about the close of 
this year, and it may not be until the be- 
ginning of next year. Then, unless 
there is further legislation by Congress the 
next session, the regular army will be re- 
duced to the skeleton of an army that it 
was before the war. 

The act under which the volunteers were 
called out provides that “the volunteer 
army shall be maintained only during the 
existence of war or while war is imminent.” 
The enlisted men are to be discharged 
“when the purposes for which they were 
called into service shall have been ac- 
complished or the conclusion of hostilities.” 
The volunteers will be entitled to demand 
a discharge when the President issues his 
proclamation announcing that -peace is 
made. Nven if they did not do so there 
would be no warrant for paying them. 

But after peace has been proc!aimed the 
services of more men will be needed than 
thére were in the regular atmy prior to 
the war. There has been a permanent in- 
i crease of two artillery regiments, but they 
: are needed for coast defense purposes. The 

new fortifications cannot be left totally 
unguarded. Therefore the exigencies of 
the situation demand that the regular army 
shall not be allowed to dwindle to its old 
dimensions when the war is officially at 
Jau end, but shall remain 60,000 strong. 

There will be vehement opposition to legis- 
lation for that purpose, however, on the 
part of the Bourbon Democrats. Men 
like General Wheeler will not oppose it,

There is some truth, a good deal of plausi- 
bility, and a proportion of misrepresenta- 
tion in the Secretary's letter. Intelligent 
people will recognize that, while the San- 
tiago campaign was in operation, much 
hardship and suffering were unavoidable. 
But that those hardships should continue 
weeks after Santiago had surrendered, and 
when Colonels of regiments were begging 
at the Red Cross wharf for food that would 
nourish their debilitated men, or that sol- 
diers at home, within a few hours’ ride of 
our large cities, should be supplied with 
tainted meat, is something for which the 
people want the responsibility fixede And 
the fixing of responsibility has been con- 
absent from the Secretary's 
policy. 

The entire mass of the Secretary’s piea 
is riddled by the following considerations: 

First—Considering the vastness of ihe 
task which he pleads, would a broad-mind- 
ed, vigorous man have organized the staff 
for that task by appointing to the great 
work men of training and experience, or 
would he have distributed the positions 
among Senators and Representatives, and 
— 1 having influence, Eke so many ra- 
tions 

Becond—When cases appeared. which 
could only have been due to criminal negii- 
gence or gross incompetence, like packing 
sick and wounded men in the holds of trans- 
ports, without medical attendance or medi- 
cal supplies, or leaving stores to go to waste 
at the Santiago wharf while the soldiers, a 
few miles away, were suffering for their 
lack, or furnishing rotten food to soldiers 
at home, would an honest and vigorous Sec- 
retary of War have ordered strict investi- 
gation and punishment of whoever was re- 
sponsible? Or would he have hushed up in- 
vestigation, and indicated that such abuses 
can go on with impunity by the cheap plea 
that this is war? 

Third—Innate disingenuousness appears 
in the plea that it was at first supposed that 
all the sickness. at Santiago was yellow 
and that when the contrary was 
learned it was at once decided to bring 
the army home as speedily as possible.“ 
The fact is, that for days before the appes r- 
ance of the letters of Roosevelt and the di- 
vision commanders the War department had 
published daily bulletins, showing the exact 
number of both yellow fever and malarial 
fever cases. Those letters, too, are shown 
by the record to have been evoked by the 
receipt and reading to those officers of an 
order to take the army away from Santiago 
into the hills about San Luis. All of these 
facts are calmly cuppressed by Alger. But 
what can be said of a Secretary of War 
whose first act, when he recelved that ear- 
nest plea for the lives of the soldiers, was 
to dig t an extract from a private letter 
several days old and publish it, in the hope

The situation of sheep husbandry has 
greatly changed within a year. Values of 
range sheep have nearly doubled, numbers 
have increased, the domestic wool supply is 
larger, and values of pasture lands have ad. 
vanced. The price of mutton and lamb has 
also advanced, feeding has become more gen- 
eral, and therefore quantity is increased and 
quality enhanced, and this latter considera. 
tion induces a larger consumption. 

The most important change of the year has 
been a decrease of imports, both of woo} and 
its manufactures; less than $32,000,000, ig 
place of more than $102,000,000. It is an as. 
tonishing fact, which illustrates the de- 
cadence of our sheep industry from 1894 te 
1897—its almost utter collapse—that the 
whole value of our domestic wool, mutton, 
and lamb was not sufficient in 1896-'97 to 
for our imports by some $40,000,000. is 
year, in comparison, we save about §70,000,. 


and value, get some $40,000,000 more for our 
wool and mutton—that is, our wool and meat 
are worth about $100,000,000, against 900. 
000,000 the previous year. 

The details of this change are interesting, 
as given in the Treasury records t pub- 
lished. The value of wools impo is $16,- 
783,692, against $53,243,191 the previous year; 
and of manufactures $14,823,768, against 640. 
162,992. In these figures are included values 
of rags, wastes, shoddy, and flocks, amount+ 
ing to $607,622, for 3,209,771 pounds—a great 
falling off from the record of the previous 
year, 40,913,782 pounds, equal to almost 150,- 
000,000 pounds of wool, coming in to displace 
domestic wool and depreciate the quality 
of our clothing supply, and costing before 
shipment $6,935,658. Placing these with the 
wool imports we have the following com-

Declares the Glory of the United 
States Is Now Known to 
the World. 


CHAPTER ON BANK ROBBERS. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 28.—The twenty-fourth 
annual meeting of the American Bankers’ 
association convened at 10 o’clock today at 
the Broadway Theater. Most of the 600 
delegates were in their seats when President 
Joseph C. Hendrix rapped for order. Chan- 
cellor W. F. McDowell of Denver University 
invoked divine blessing. 
George H. Russell of Detroit will be elected 


President of the association tomorrow, and 


this will be the last in the chain of succession 
that has been tolerated for years. 

The delegations from twenty-three States, 
representing their respective State associa- 
tions, met tonight and nominated five can- 
didates for the Executive Council of the as- 
sociation. These candidates are to be voted 
on by the convention proper. The following 
are the nominees: Charles R. Hanna, Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Ia.; H. W. McCoy, Peoria, III.; 
g. R. Shumaker, Huntington, Pa.; Robert 
McCurdy, Youngstown, O.; A. P. Woolridge, 
Austin, Tex. : | 

One of the thoughtful men in the conven- 
tion is August Blum, an active banker of 
Chicago. Speaking in a philosophical mood 
today Mr. Blum said: 

“It is encouraging to come to such a gatn- 
ering as has met in this city. Ihave beenin 
busy life for thirty years, and a comparison 
of this convention and of these surroundings 
with the conditions of thirty years ago makes 


me feel that the world is moving in the right 


direction. The spread of education, the im- 
provements in manners, the refinement in 
speech are all encouraging to one who looks 
for brighter days for the whole world. 

“We are living in a broader humanity. 
Charity is more rational and men are be- 
coming more helpful to each other. These 
large organizations lead to broader views. 
I have learned to look upon tolerance as the 
greatest of all the virtues, and I have learned 
that no one person has a monopoly upon 
all the virtues. He who progresses must 
learn to lose prejudice.” 

After roll-call Governor Alva Adams of 
Colorado welcomed the association to the 
State. Governor Adams, himself a bank 
President, made a rather long address, in 
which he good-naturedly criticised many of 
the methods of modern banking. He advo- 
cated a postal savings banking system and 
a government guarantee for all deposits in 
national banks. He predicted an era of pros- 
perity to follow the season of uncertainty 
produced by the war with Spain and a great 
widening of operations and influence of 
American financiers. 

Joseph A. Thacher, President of the Den- 
ver Clearing-House, delivered an address of 
welcome oni behalf of Denver bankers. 


Address of President Hendrix. 


President Hendrix spoke in response to,the 
words of welcome, following those remarks 
with his annual address to the association. 
He said: 

Since our last annual gathering we have 
geen the fog of depression lift, the sunshine 
of prosperity come. We have seen difficult 
problems and acute conditions, which per- 
plexed the learned and confused the experi- 
enced, disappear as a fever leaves the 
body and the restiess, active, progressive 
Amorican business spirit resume its old- 
time dominion. :

TOPICS UNDER DISCUSSION. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 23.—[Special.]—The 
second day of the convention of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science opened in the Rogers Bullding this 
morning. The council met as usual at 9 
o'clock at the Technology club, transacting 
routine matters, and after an hour's interval 

came the meetings of the sections. At some 
only three or four papers were read, whi'e at 
others the list ran all the way from six to 
twenty-eight. 

The excursions for the day were at 8 
o'clock to Middlesex Falls reservation and 
at 4 o'clock about Boston harbor. The rest 
of the day's program comprised meetings 
of the sections in the afternoon and evening 
at 2 p. m. and 8 p. m. respectively. 

The receptions were by Mrs. William Bar- 
ton Rogers, Mrs. John C. Phillips, at their 
homes, and by the trustees and librarian 
of the Boston Public Library from 8 to 11 
this evening at the library. 

The Boston Society of Natural History 
and the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology were the scenes of receptions and the 
Apalachian Mountain club opened the exhi- 
bition of mountain photographs in the gal- 
leries of the Boston Art club this evening 
until 10 o'clock. 

Three auxiliary asociations had meetings 
today, the American Chemical society clos- 
ing its two-day meeting in the Walker Build- 
ing, the Geological Society of America meet- 
ing with the geology section of the Ameri- 
can association and the American Forestry 
asociation meeting in Horticultural Hall. 

During the week the Mineralogical Muse- 
um at Cambridge will be open every day 
from 9 o'clock till 8. 

Dr. A. C. Hamlin, who has brought with 
him his celebrated Tourmalines from Paris, 
Me., has arranged to exhibit them. The 
Tourmaline necklace has been placed in the 
case of gems.

Discovers a New Gas. 


Charles F. Brush read a preliminary paper 
of great interest on A New Gas.“ The gas 
is a constituent of the atmosphere and is 
found absorbed in many substances. Its 
chief characteristic thus far experimentally 
determined is enormous heat at low pressure. 
Mr. Brush showed that its conductivity, even 
when mixed with a large excess of other 
gases, is something like a hundred times that 
of hydrogen, the best gaseous conductor 
heretofore known, and conjectures that the 
conductivity of the pure gas will be found a 
thousand or more times that of hydrogen. 

Mr. Brush discovered the new gas nearly a 
year and a half ago while looking for occlu- 
ded hydrogen in glass. He found not only 
hydrogen, but something of vastly greater 
importance. After many months of experi- 
ment he has recently effected partial separa- 
tion of the new gas from the air by diffusion, 

In a first diffusion the heat conductivity of 
alr. was increased something like a hundred- 
told. Mr. Brush expects to obtain the gas 
in state of 8 purity by successive 
diffusions of air. The name he gives the 
new discovery is ‘‘ etherian.”’ 

The possibility that etherian may be found 
to be identical with the so-called ether was 
touched upon and Mr. Brush expressed the 
hope that his discovery will be found to ac- 
count for at least some of the phenomena 
heretofore attributed to ether. 

Dr. B. E. Fernow, one of the foremost 
Vice Presidents of section 1, late Chief of 
the United States Forestry Division, and 
now director of the New York State College 
of Forestry at Cornell University, spoke on 
the aims and organization of that college. 

Profeseor H. L. Fairchild of the University 
of Rochester, Vice President of Section E 
of the American association and Secretary 
of the Geological Society of America, spoke 
before his section of a curious hole in a 
giacial lake delta in New York. 

One of the most important papers of the 
entire meeting was that of Section H, by 
Miss Adie C. Fletcher, who holds the Thaw 
fellowship in the Peabody Museum at Cam- 
bridge. Miss Fletcher is an authority in 
matters pertaining to the American Indians. 
She has lived among them and has studied 
them closely, and has become so well ac- 
quainted with them and with their customs 
that she has procured for the museum 
quite a number of their sacred emblems. 
Her paper dealt with the origin of clothing 
and its dcvelopment, 


Phenomena of Nature. 

Professor T. H. Safford of Williamstown 
observatory, although unable to attend, pre- 
sented two papers through the medium of a 
brother astronomer. The subject of his first 
paper was: Personal Equations

The only reasonable feature of 
the original agreement, which provided that 
violations of the interstate commerce law 
by any of the roads should be promptly re- 
ported to the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion, has been knocked out, several of the 
roads refusing to abide by it.

GENERAL GOOD TIMES 
JN THE NORTHWEST. 


Minnesota's Wheat and Corn Crops 
Will Break All Records, He Says 
—Republican Plurality Put at 


50,000. 


According to Charles A. Pillsbury of Min- 
neapolis, who was registered at the Audi- 
torium Annex yesterday, Minnesota is going 
to break all previous records in the way of 
crop yields this year. There is a marked 
growth of Republicanism, according to Mr. 
Pillsbury, who predicts the State will give 
that ticket a plurality of probably 50.000. 

“The history of Minnesota furnishes no 

parallel to the wonderful crops which are 
being harvested this year,” he said. It in- 
cludes everything, from hay to wheat and 
corn, of which there will be a remarkable 
rield. 
: „It is needless to say what effect this will 
have on the business situation in the State, 
especially when it is understood that the 
farmers did not need these tremendous crops 
to put them in a sound financial condition.

SAMPSON REPLIES TO COLOMB. 


He Declares the War Has Taught Im- 
portant Lessons About Ships 
and Guns. 


— 


Boston, Aug. 23.—Rear Admiral Sampson 
in an @terview here was reminded that Ad- 
miral Colomb, the English naval authority, 
had said that this war had taught no les- 
sons in naval architecture nor naval 


strategy. 
“Tf he said that,” was the comment, 


for the war has taught a great many things. 
For one thing, it has shown the necessity 
of making ships of war fireproof. It won't 
suffice merely to make the woodwork fire- 
proof, in my opinion, for there are objec- 
tions to the process, as it involves unneces- 
gary expense. Ships ought to be built prac- 
tically without woodwork at all, and there 
is no good reason why this cannot be done. 
After the way in which the woodwork of 
the Spanish ships caught fire, causing the 
destruction of the ships, there can be no 
question about the importance of this 
change.“ 

** We are not likely to hear so much about 
torpedo boats as we used to hear before the 
war,” it was suggested. 

„Probably not. At the same time it must 
be remembered that torpedo boats have 
never had a really fair test. They have al- 
ways been faulty in construction; necessary 
qualities have been sacrificed to 
There is no good reason why a torpedo boat 
should have a speed of more than twenty- 
four or twenty-five miles an hour, but it 
has been thought so important to have them 
speedy that they have been made too light, 
and in some instances they are little better 
than eggshells. The torpedo boat has its 
uses, but it ought to be built according to 
right ideas. 

“The big guns will always de needed. 
There is work which they can do and which 
is out of the question for the smaller cali- 
bers. It happened at Santiago that the 
eight-inch guns and the rapid fire guns did 
great execution, but this was because they 
could strike the Spaniards below the belt, 
as it were. That is, the lightly armored 
portions of the Spanish ships were exposed 
to their fire. At Manila the Spanish ships 
were not heavily armored at all. 

When it comes to piercing heavy armor 
the high caliber guns must be brought into 
action. The armor plercing capacity of a 
gun is almost exactly proportionate to its 
caliber. For instance, an eight-inch gun can 
pierce eight-inch armor, a twelve-inch gun 
twelve-inch armor, and soon. Yes, the big 
guns are needed.” 

He commented on the excellent physical 
condition of the men aboard the fleet and 

the astonishing exemption from disease as 
well as wounds. He had just been informed 
that out of 12,000 men on the fleet there 
have been only twenty casualties through- 
out the war. 

“But,” he remarked, simply, we know 
how to take care of our men in the navy. 
You see, we are always on a war footing. 
That is, today we handle ourselves in time 
of peace with as much exactness and disci- 
pline as in time of war. Our target practice 
in time of peace is carried out with as much 
care and precision as if we had the enemy 
constantly in sight. We are so accustomed 
to the distribution of supplies and the care 
of the sick from long training in peace that 
when war comes we are ready for anything. 
The men on most of the ships in the fleet 
had been for six months without going 
ashore until we reached New York on Satur- 
day, and they have borne up under the 
strain of a monotonous existence on ship- 

and a hot climate wonderfully well.” 


INCREASE OF PENSION ROLL. 


Commissioner Evans Acts Favorably 
on Thousands of 
War Claims Coming In. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—In the forth- 
coming annual report of the Commissioner 
of Pensions, H. Clay Evans, will be shown 
that on June 80, 1897, there were on the 
rolls of the Pension bureau 976,014 pen- 
sioners. To this must be added 6,852 orig- 
inal claims granted, but not recorded, and 
762 restorations, which were not entered at 
the time on the books. 

Commissioner Evans granted 63,648 orig- 
mal claims during the last year, and re- 
stored 4,089 pensioners to the benefits of 
pensions. The pensioners now aggregate 
1,040,356.

the fight, owing to the fact that the men 
were equipped with Springfield rifles instead 
of the new infantry rifles of the United States 
army. The Fourth Ohio had them, and 
formed the advance of the little body of 
men that captured the Spanish town of 
Guayama. The Third Illinois made up the 
support and reserve, and didn’t even catch 
sight of a Spaniard. ° 

Major Jackson, with the First Battalion, 
was ordered up to the assistance of the Ohio 
boys, who found things rather warm, but 
the sight of another body of blue uniforms 
was enough for the brave defenders of the 
town, and they fled to the mountains, and 
—— American flag was soon floating over the 
city. 

Colonel Bennitt's regiment camped two 
nights in Arroyo, and on the morning of 
Aug. 4 went into camp about a mile out, on 
the Guayama road. The work at Arroyo 
was hard. Every man in the regiment was 
on duty from the afternoon of the 2d until 
the evening of the 4th of August, when the 
first companies of the Fourth Ohio were 
landed and relieved some of our own tired 
and wornout men. 

The facilities for cooking were not the 
best, but no one suffered from hunger, as 
fruit grows in abundance, and after a 


diet of hardtack and corned beef 
the change was highly appreciated. 
Regiment Held in Reserve. 


On Friday morning early we started for 
Guayama, with the Fourth Ohio about a 
half mile in advance. About a mile from 
town the Third Illinois was halted and held 
in reserve. Soon the fun commenced in 
front, and then we had to lie and listen to 
the crack of the rifles and hear the boom 
of the dynamite guns, which the Ohio boys 
were using to good advantage. 

We could see nothing, owing to the 
mountainous condition of the country and 
the turns in the road. We knew nothing of 
how the fight was going, and oid soldiers at 
least will appreciate the situation and know 
ow we felt. 

One break in the monotonous wait came 
when one of General Hains’ aids came 
dashing back and called for one battalion to 
move forward to the assistance of those in 
the fight. 

Major Jackson, with his battalion, was 
ordered ahead, and soon the renewed firing 
le@ us to believe that our own men were 
into the fun, but we learned later that the 
sight of reinforcements was sufficient for 
the Spaniards, and they had fied to the hills 
and left the town in our possession. 

The remainder of the regiment was ordered 
forward soon afterward, and went into camp 
in the southwest part of town, on a hill 
overlooking a beautiful little valley. 

Picktt lines and outposts were established 
at once, and every man held himself in 
readiness for an attack, which we were 
told would be made. 


Place Easy to Defend. 
The town ts an ideal place to defend, and 


are a cowardly crowd. They succeeded in 
wounding five of the Ohio men, rione of them 
seriously. 

The road from Arroyo runs through the 
hills, which are covered with trees, bowlders, 
and tall gress, giving the attacking party 
every disadvantage. A small body of men 
properly handled could make it decidedly 
unpleasant for a whole regiment. The Span- 
iards had every advantage, being thoroughly 
acquainted with the roads and hills, and 
papture would have been almost impossible. 

As we marched in we could see where the 
fight commenced. The road was strewn with 
shelter tent rolls and haversacks, which 
were discarded as our boys advanced. We 
learned one lesson there and the next time 
we go out looking for trouble we will carry 
a rifie, a belt full of cartridges, and a canteen 
full of water. Everything else is bound to be 
thrown away if you get into a fight. a 
Guayama is quite a place, and I should 
imagine a typical Spanish town, though I 
am not in the best position to judge, having 
never had the pleasure of visiting Spain. 

We had some trouble at first in making 
ourselves understood, but we are progressing 
finely and if we stay here long enough will be 
fable to reel off Spanish to order. I never 
knew before how expressive signs could be 
made. Probably the first word every man 
learned was agua,“ which means water. 


Fear Poison in Water. 


There is an abundance of fine water he 
though we have to be rather cautious about 
drinking it, as our friends, the enemy, have 
an easy way of getting rid of us by poison- 
ing our drinking water. The natives are 
friendly, to all appearances, though we do 
not trust them far. 

The people as a rule are industrious, and 
always seem to be ready to work if given 
a portunity. They dre neat and clean 
in their work and about their houses, and 
are particular about their personal appear- 
ance. Rarely do you see a shabby-looking 
Porto Rican. 

I have heard much and read more abeut 
the pretty sefioritas, but up to date I have 
failed to locate many of them. They may 
say what they please about handsome wom- 
en, but for my part I haven’t seen anything 
in this line yet, either among the fair women 
of our own country or the dark-skinned so- 
called beauties of Spanish descent, that 
— equal our own girls from northern Hu- 


Enjoys Meeting a Chicago Girl. 

While we were at Camp Thomas I met a 
Chicago girl who was spending the summer 
at Chattanooga, and five minutes’ talk with 
her did me more good than a square meal, 
which is saying a good deal.

The regiment at present has only the lives 
of one goat and two dogs to answer for. 
They were shot at night because they didn’t 
‘halt when ordered to do so. We have no 
daylight murders charged against us yet, 
and I sincerely hope we shall keep our rec- 
ord clean. 

We hehr rumors of the declaration of peace 
every day, but we still sleep with our rifles 
handy and their magazines full.

DELAY 1s NECESSARY. | 


superintendent Doherty and Commis- 
sioner McGann Agree to the Post- 
ponement of thé Basket Devices— 
South Side Line Has a Satisfactory 
Pattern—Ayer Building Owners Set- 
tle with the City and Get a Permit— 
Inspecting for Fire Escapes. 


Superintendent of Streets Doherty re- 
ported yesterday that the West Side Street 
Car company would not be ready for a 
public test of its new basket fenders before 
next week, and so the matter has gone over 
for the time being. Both the Superintendent 
and Commissioner McGann are convinced 
that all the street car companies are in 
ngarnest in their offers to comply with the 
terms of the Nelson ordinance, and 80 are 
disposed to give them what time is really 
needed for the equipment of their cars. They 
will not tolerate any delay, but are not dis- 
posed to be factious in the matter. The 
City railway also has decided on a fender 
which it thinks will be satisfactory. 

Some of the ward superintendents recent- 
ly replaced by civil service appointees found 
comfort in a story that thecivil service men 
were being dismissed in a way which would 
noon exhaust the eligible list and then they 
might get back as sixty-day men. An in- 
vestigation, however, showed that only three 
had been so dismissed, the charges being 
incapacity, and as there are thirty names 
still left on the eligible Ust, it would take 
ien months to exhaust it at this rate. 

The owners of the land on which was 
located the Ayer Building in Wabash ave- 
nue, the structure the burning of which 
caused such a heavy loss of life early in the 
year, called on Superintendent of Buildings 
McAndrews and said they were willing to 
pay the bill of the city for $1,150 charged 
against the property. The money was spent 
hy the city in clearing away the débris in 
the hunt for bodies, and the owners of the 
land were asked to pay it. They refused, 
and Superintendent McAndrews refused to 
issue a permit for a new building until the 
bill was paid. The owners hung off for a 
while, but yesterday yielded and a check 
was sent over later in the day. The permit 
was then issued. 

It is to Frederick Ayer and calls for a 
nine-story brick business block, to cost 


$200,000. 

Building Commissioner McAndrews is tak- 
ing advantage of the dullness of the building 
trade to put his corps of inspectors at work 
on fire escape inspection. The men are can- 
vassing the city by sections and blocks and 
inspecting every four-story building, and are 
making reports each morning on the work of 
the previous day. The commissioner follows 
up the report the same day by sending ex- 
perts on fire escape arrangements to locate 
thé escapes on the buildings. A notice is 
then sent to the owner directing where the 
escapes shall be placed. 

“I expect in a few years to have the entire 
city canvassed by my inspectors,” said the 
commissioner. 

The contractors are now ready to place the 
large -steel rims into the bores of the North 
and South Side conduits at Lawrence ave- 
nue and Thirty-ninth street and proceed 
with the work of construction. Officiais of 
the Sewer department, headed by Comunis- 
sioner McGann, spent the day in inspecting 
the conduits and in viewing the land east of 
the Illinois Central railroad tracks to be 
used as the route of the intercepting sewer 
to the pumping station at Thirty-ninth 
etreet. 

Commissioner of Health Reynolds is about 
to attack the violators of the anti-tariatan 
ordinance. The inspectors who have report- 
ed the violations are being examined by the 
attorney for the Health department as to 
the character of each violation in order to 
bring as many charges against the fruit 
dealers as there are sections in the ordi- 
nances which have been violated. Half a 
hundred cases are now on the commissioner’ 
Books for prosecution. : 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Secretary R. J. Smith of the 

company sums up the present fire situa- 
tion in the following words in Once in a While, 
the company’s paper: The experience of the 
stock fire insuramee companies doing an agency 
business appears to have been far from uniform 
during the six months ending July 1, 1898. Some 
have done fairly well, notwithstanding the lower 
rates and decreasing values, which brought less 
receipts, while others appear to have had ill luck, 
their loss ratiog being increased, which, when 
taken with a diminished premium income, has 
burned the candle at both ends. The business 
itself is not in a satisfactory condition at all, as 
taxes and other expenses still keep growing in 
amount every year, and as rates go down, if fires 
keep up at the rate they have maintained thus far 
during 1898, there will be Iittie, if any, profit to 
the average company, and those which have taken 
on large lines can't hope to get through without 
drawing on their surplus funds. Taking all in all. 
therefore, there never was a time when fair and 
compensating rates should be more firmly main- 
tained than right now, and, of course, it goes 
without saying that the moral as well as the 
physical hazard must be looked after more closely 
than ever. 


Webb McNall, Insurance Commissioner of Kan- 
gas, was in the city yesterday in connection with 
the Connecticut Fire Insurance company’s case. 
He and D. R. Hite, one of the company’s attor- 
neys, were in the office of the Connecticut all the 
afternoon taking depositions.

MAJOR Fr. A. SMITH DISCUSSES THE 
SANTIAGO CAMPAIGN,

May Have Caused Some of the Fea- 


| tures Critieised—Land Transporta- 


tion Insufficient—Declares No One 
Looked for Hard Fighting—Praises 
Col. Turner’s Command—Brooklyn, 
Oregon, Gloucester Most Destructive 


jutant General on the staff of General 
Shafter through the entire Santiago cam- 
paign, reached Chicago yesterday. Major 
Smith came to New York on the Seguranca, 
which landed 850 sick soldiers at Montauk 
Point. He was ordered to report at once at 
Washington to the Commissary General, 
who sent him to Chicago to act as commis- 
sary in the department in connection with 
Major Oskaloosa Smith. 

Major Smith witnessed the naval battle 
between Sampson's and Cervera's fleets 
from the deck of the Seguranca, on which 
vessel he happened to be on the morning of 
the sea fight. Immediately after the de- 
struction of the Spanish vessels he was put 
ashore in a small boat and sent the first mes- 
sage to General Shafter announcing the 
American triumph. That message was sent 
all along the eight miles which the front of 
the American troops occupied and was 
everywhere received with yells of delight. 
It performed a double service—it cheered 
the men and, arriving as it did at the exact 
moment when a retrograde movement was 
seriously contemplated, it prevented what 
. been practically an American 
retrea 


Serves Through the Campaign. 


„% am a Major of volunteers only,” said 
Major Smith, my rank in the regular es- 
tabMshment being that of Captain of the 
Twelfth Infantry. I went to Chickamauga, 
and was there made Adjutant General on 
General Guy Henry's staff. I was trans- 
ferred in a month to the staff of General 
Shafter, and wes with him at Tampa as 
Adjutant General, and after the arrival of 
Colonel McClernand I was retained as As- 
sistant Adjutant General, and went through 
the Santiago campaign with General Shaf- 
ter in that capacity. 

I know all about the criticisms that have 
fbeen a touching the conduct of the 
campaign. I don’t wish to attempt to an- 
ewer them, nor to say whether or not I. 
think some of them justified. I would like 
to say, though, to some of the hypercritical 
that nothing succeeds like success, and San- 
tiago is ours today. 

Before the transports left Florida we 
were overwhelmed with hurry-up orders. 
The vessels were loaded at a pace that made 
one dizzy, and perhaps everything was not 
just at it should have been. We certainly 
did not have land transportation facilities 
enough to get supplies to the front proper- 
ly and quickly when we were confronted 
with the horrible Cuban roads and the 
equally horrible Cuban climatic conditions. 
The men worked heroically to get the things 
on shore. They carried them through the 
their heads The chief 
thought was to get the men with their ra- 
tions a their ammunition to the front. 
„J won’t go into the medical supply ques- 
tion at length, but I' tell you frankly tbat 
not a man in our outfit, from the command- 
ing General down, believed we were going 
up egainst such a fight as we struck. A 
heavy skirmish was about all we contem- 
plated, and then came the fights of which 
the world knows. A thousand men stricken 
in a day. It was not expected, but every 

one did the best he could fox the relief of the 
wounded. 


Men Fights Like Trojans. 


“Those battles were glorious. I never 
was so impressed before with the heroic 
virtues of the American soldier, regular and 
volunteer. With the exception of one 
Eastern command, which shall be nameless 
here, but which every one knows, the men 
behaved with a gallantry, dash, and abso- 
lute fearlessness which makes one proud of 
his countrymen, The men of the command 
which did not do its duty, in many instances 
skulked. Only a small part of them ever 
got into the action at all. 

“It was my duty after the battles to make 
out and forward for General Shafter to 
Washington the official report of dead, 
wounded, and missing. Out of the two score 
‘regiments engaged some eighty men were 
reported missing. To my amazement forty- 


and that was the one which did not face 
the music as it should. I sent for a sup 
plementary report, believing there was an 
error. It never came. I learned afterward 
that nearly all the forty-three missing 
turned up safe and sound after the firing 
was over and the pangs of hunger were 
making themselves felt. ‘ 


Praise for Turner’s Men. 
*The First Illinois arrived in time to be 


men behaved admirably. Afterward they 


had to stand the tough climatic conditions 


with the rest of the troops and they bore the 
hard service, the sickness, and the work un- 
complainingly. I saw Colonel Turner a num- 
ber of times and met many of the other offi- 
cers. They would have liked to have been 
in the heavy fighting, but they have struck 
things since that are as bad as bullets, They 
— be sorry to get home, and I don’t biame 
m. 

“The naval fight was a magnificent spec- 
tacle. I saw it fromstartto finish. I under- 
stand there has been some uncertainty as to 
the respective parts borne in the batt'e by 
the, different American ships. They all had 
a hand in the smashing, though asa matter 
of fact—I saw it—the greatest damage to the 
enemy was inflicted by the Brooklyn, the 
little Gloucester.“
